Atwood had one of the most exciting 
‘experiences he has yet encountered dur- 
ing his long journey by aeroplane from 
St. Louls to New York carrying a mes- 
sage from the Post-Dispatch to the 
World. 

Today Atwood plans to fly 163 miles to 
Albany. He is disappointed at yester- 
day's delay. If he can reach the State 
Capital. by tonight he will. be up with 
the schedule, which sets Wednesday fot 
the final dash above the Hudson to New 
York. Atwood will get away today as 
early as possible, with the one aim of 
making up the lost time. 

The aviator was out early putting his 
biplane in readiness. He found a strong 
wind blowing, which he feared would de- 


lay his start. 
Up to 1 o’clock Atwood was still un- 


eble to ascend because of a high wind. 


He thought the conditions -were improv- 


ing and that by 3 o’clock he could start. 
. “FE expect to. fly eastward until dark- 
hess overtakes me,”’ said Atwood. 

After leaving Lyons at 4:24 o'clock 
Yesterday afternoon Atwood flew south- 
‘West, hoping to reach Auburn, 2% miles 
away.,. He ended his eighth day at. Belle 
Island, five miles from ow ‘at 7:17 
at night. 

Tor nearly an hour the Boston aviator 
fluttered about in his aeroplane over 
villages: and. farms in the central part 
of the State, eagerly scanning the 
herizon in search of Auburn. 

Ordinarily, the flight should have been 
meade in 30 minutes, but, losing lus 
course and. not being familiar with this 
part of the country, Atwood. had untold 
thoubles. ‘Instead of flying 20 miles, he 
yrobably wandered fifty before he final- 
ly landed at Auburn at 5:20 p. m. 

_ Realizing that he had fallen behind his 
scvedule on account of losing his bear- 
iver, Atwood remained in Auburn_ one 
leur and 25 minutes studying up his 
map and receiving the greeting of 10,000 
eciticens. who had turned out to meet him. 
.To entertain them he circled the land- 
dag place a few times and then de- 


 gcended.

At 6:45 he rose again. When he as- 
cer ded he was uncertain as to his desti- 
nition for the day. Then began another 
exciting .search extendiNg all the way 
from Auburn to Utica. All telegraph 
wives were burdened with the, query:

‘Atwood said that in his wandering 
he had fown at least 75 miles, but 
he > could claim for his record only 
the 40 miles between Lyons an.l 
Belle Island. His total flying time 
was one hour and 28 minutes, 

During fis stay in Auburn Atwood 
said that he would decide whether 
he will continue his trip to Boston 
after he’arrives in New York. 

“If I arrive in New York on schedule 
time I probably shall continue to 
Boston,” he saga.

Head of Master Bakers Says 
Housewives Commit Murder 
in Letting Others Eat It. 


KANSAS ‘CITY, Mo., Aug. 22.—That 
the modern housewife who attempts to 
bake her own bread produces a soggy 
article and is committing murder in_al- 
lowing it to be eaten, was the state- 
ment made by Paul Schulze of Chicago, 
president of the National Association of 
Master Bakers, at the second day’s ses- 
sion of the annual convention of that 
body here today. ~ 
, “This country is full of housewives 
who are proud of their cooking and who 


think they are doing their duty by bak- 
ing at. home,” Schulze said. ‘The long- 
suffering stomachs of their families con- 
tinue to pay the penalty of this mis- 
alen sense of duty. 

Is Set in Her Ways. 

“The American housewife, the Amer- 
ican mother, of today is an earnest and 
sensible individual, but very ‘set in her 
ways.’ She is still influenced by ihe 
working methods adopted in her girl- 
hood. The kitchen fire, however, is still 
inadequate. 

“One thing which we bakers in the 
larger cities see most plainly today is 
the absolute necessity of educating the 
housewife to quit taking at home. Let 
us comé forward. Let us show these 
women that home baking is wrong. Let 
us show them. the overwhelming bene- 
fits of buying bread baked in a sani- 
tary bakery.” 

Woman’s Health Bread, 
Shuitze ‘told. of a Chicago woman 
who had built up a business selling 
“Health bread,’’ her home product. She 
brought him a loaf and wanted to sell 
the formula. 

“T cut into the loaf,’’ said Shultze. 
“T saw that the center was. unbaked 
dough. I have been wondering since 
what effect that woman’s health bread 
has had on the death rate in Chicago.”’

MOSQUITO PESTS 
HATCHED OUT IN 
RIVER DES PERES 


Assistant Health Commissioner 
Jordon Says Low Water Has 
Aided Process. 





Although stagnant ponds have neen 
dried up, hosts of mosquitoes have been 
bred in the River des Peres and the 
residents of 
Heights, other fashion- 
able residence districts within five blocks 
on either side of the river are waging 
constant war with the pests. 

Assistant Health Commissioner Jor- 
Can told a Post-Dispatch reporter Tues- 
day that he attributed the unusua} num- 
kers of mosquitoes in that disti trict to 
tLe fact that it has been dry. The 


drouth has kept the stream low, he 
Says, and the mosquitoes have been 
Lred in stagnant pools im «the river 
formed wherever there is a depression. 

In @ rainy season these pools could 
not remain stagnant long enough Vor 
the mosquito eggs to hatch, he says. 

Insects Hatch Quickly. 

“The mosquito breeds in stagnant wa- 
ter, wherever it might be,” said Dr. 
Jordan. “A tin can that is left standing 
in an ashpit for several days full of 
water will breed thousands of them in 
that time. However, there are so many 
in the River des Pcres district because 
there husn’t been enough rain to keep 
the stream moving rapidly. 

“The mosquito lays its eggs in stand- 
ing water and it.iakes only a few days 
for the young mosquito to hatch. A 
large percentage of mosiuitoes carry 
tralarial germs, but the authorities are 
agreed that they get those germs fror:a 
biting malarial persons and not from 
the environment in which they are 
hatched.”’ 

Dr. Jordan said that he did not believe 
that the mosquitoes could get through 
the ordinary screen wire, but that they 
got into the houses in cracks around the 
frames. Only the female mosquito bites. 
Tne male is not provided with the pro- 
boscis with which the biting is done. 

He suggested powdered sulphur rubbed 
on the bites as a good remedy and said 
that a mixture of camphor and diluted 
carbolic acid or glycerine and carhbolic 
wetd relieved the irritation caused by the 
bites. Ol of citronella or oll of penny- 
reyal keep the mosquitoes away, he 
suid, because the odor is offensive to 
them,

Preventives Are Used. 

The mosquitoes have been such a pest 
in the River des Peres district that an 
application of oil of citronella is a part 
of routine of every evening. The odor 
of the oil can eveh be detected on 
rany persons who are out for a stroll. 

It has been almost impossible for the 
last few Gays, residents say, to sit out 
on the front porches in these districts. 
And before retiring, they say that they 
spend half an hour every night killing 
mosquitoes that have alighted on the 
walls and ceilings. 

Dr. Jordan says that the draining of 
the -River Des Peres, after the sewer 
which ts under way to carry the surface 
water is completed, will be the surest 
way of getting rid of the mosquito pests.

It was reported at one 
time that the British offered $5,000,009 for 
the work, which was refused. It is the 
most celebrated female portrait in the 
world. 

The most striking characteristic is ihe 
sphynx-like smile. Da Vinca’s model 
was the wife of Francesco del Giocon- 
do, a Florentine, 

Da Vinci's model was the wife of 
Francisco Del Glocondo, a Florentine. 
She is shown seated in a low chair, on 
the left arm of which she is leaning. 


In European art circles Monna Lisa 
has long been considered to rank sec- 
ond in value to the Sistine Madonna by 
Raphael. 

The task of painting “La Joconde”’ 
was difficult and painstaking in the 
Da Vinct found that his model, 
who was the third’ wife of a Floren- 
tine, Francesco del Gioconda (whence 
the name), assumed the pecullar ex- 
pression which he wanted to depict only 
when at ease in a certain posture and 
when listening to a certain strdin of 
music. 

At other times this expression was 
lacking. The painter was thus able to 
work only for brief perlods and at in- 
frequent intervals in order that the ef- 
fect of ‘the music upon his model should 
not wear off.

BY DAY IN COURT 


Dressed in Style, Virginian 
Accused of Murdering 
Wife, Rides Into County 
Fair-Like Scene Before 
Ancient.Seat of Justice as 
if a Public Hero. 


SERIOUS JURYMEN 
CHANGE HIS HUMOR 


Beulah Binford Frets Be- 
cause She Can’t Vie With 
Him in Crowd Where a 
Ballihoo Man Bleats. and 
Peanuts Are Vended.

RICHMOND, Va., Aug. 22.—Surely the 
most extraordinary of big murder trials 
is now being held in the little ancient 
Chesterfield County Courthouse, where 
Hen:.y Clay Beattie Jr., is being tried 
on the charge of treacherously and mer- 
cilessly slaying his young wife. 

Consider at the outset of the trial the 
bizarre features of it. 

The youthful defendant, the alleged 
murderer, stepped gaily forth from the 
jail at Richmond, the diminutive lock- 
up of Chesterfield County rot being 
quite big or important enough to hold 
him. Spruced to the uttermost, his 
straw hat in hand, he laughed “And 
waved it as a greeting to the crowd as 
they sto-~1 and watched him climb iato 
a big motor car. In the crowa were 


} oung girls ranging from 13 te 20; scores 
of the youths of the town whom he 
knew, and the remainder were the typi- 
cal loungers aroun? jails when sensa- 
tions promise. 

On Way to Courthouse. 

He was on his way to be tried tor 
his life, the son of esteemed and wealthy 
pare:.:s, cLarged with a murder espe- 
cially revolting. But he did not ap- 
pear mentally to have encompassed the 
situation. He smiled and saluted indi- 
viduals as if hé were perhaps some pop- 
ular youns actor or some youthful citi- 
zen elected to some popular office. 

By special request to his custodians 
the big touring car that was to carry 
him 18 miles to the Chesterfield Court- 
house passed on its way through Hull 
street, where his father has a large de- 
partment store. Along this street he is 
very well known, indeed. So the motor 
car was started for Hull street, while 
he stood in the automobile and for the 
delight,of the crowd at the jail made a 
&rimace of detestation at the prison he 
was leaving behind. 

Like a Country Fair. 

Down Hull street he looked eagerly 
for signs of recognition. No sense of 
the shame of his position appeared to 
be on him. He laughed and waved and 
smiled at every face he thought he rec- 
egnized. He stared openly at the broad 
windows of his father’s store and waved 
repeatedly at the peering faces he saw 
. it.side them. 

On arrival at the Chesterfield Court- 
house there was nothing on the outside 
of the little old mansion of justice to 
suggest a murder trial. It looked like a 
country fair. The motor cars of the 
modern Southerners, the saddle horses 
and old-fashioned carriages of the patri- 
archs, the ramshackle vehicles with 
their bony nags of the always strug- 
cling poor white farmers, the mules of 
the negro help and their grotesque sein- 
blances of wagons and carriages, were 
arrayed before the old rail fence and 
tethered in the long lines of tumbled- 
down stalls. ' 

Fried Chicken and Ice Cream. 

Girls and boys promenaded the rich 


old lawn under the sycamore, the lo- 
cust, the oak and the elm trees, picnic 
refreshment stands were everywhere, fat 


old black aunties sold cold fried chicken 
and luscious home-cured ham _ sand- 
wiches, with iced tea and pies. A big 
stand did a rousing business in vend- 
ing pans of hot Brunswick stew. The 
fee cream cones and peanuts of the cir- 
cus were in abundance. 

Farmers everywhere were swapping 
stories about their corn or tobacto or 
‘fruit. Children began playing games 
here and there, and to cap all, in recess 
time, a negro ballyhoo medicine faker 
bleated and biared in his efforts to se]! 
a magic soap. And the last thing to 
arrive was a huge stage drawn by six 
mules, which had brought prospective 
jurymen and several important witnesses 
to the scene. 

Beattie, arriving at this seeming pic- 
nic ground, was ail a-grin. It looked 
as if he were really a-flush with pleas- 
ure at the sensation he was causing, as 
if he were a star aviator or some other 
singular attraction of a country fair. 

His Expression Changes. 

But his expression soon changed when 
he got into the little court house. Alj 
the frivolity, the indescribable quaint- 
ness of what was without, bore no sem- 
blance to that within. The little court 
room was grotesquely crowded. The 
accommodations’ granted for the fifty or 
more reporters fairly swamped the seat- 
ing capacity of the room, so that a 
woman reporter had actually to sit at 
the judge’s very elbow. Such specta- 
tors as could wedge inside stood fiat- 
tened against the walls or in the last 
few rows of seats where they stood by 
order of the court, so that the space 
might accommodate as many as ordi-

born. And under his direction things 
moved swiftly and quietly. By night- 
fall last night 12 men sat in the jury 
box. This does not mean that the jury 
was fully chosen. When 16 men have 
been selected, the defense has the power 
of four peremptory challenges, the pros- 
ecution none, after which the jury is 
complete. 

Only four veniremen have yet to be 
chosen. The panel of 32 talesmen hav- 
ing been exhausted and the. districts 
from which the others are to be called 
being so rural, the trial has been post- 
poned until Wednesday afternoon. Noth- 
ing more is contemplated at that time 
than the finding of the other four men 
necessary to complete the jury and start 
the actual trial. 

But evfdently the swiftness with which 
things have moved, the apparent willing- 
ress of nearly every one of the venire- 
men to render a verdict of death against 
hisi if the evidence warrants it, the fact 
that three men blurted out before their 
tongues would be stayed by Judge Wat- 
son that they believed him guilty of 
the murder of his young wife, had some 
effect on Beattie. He had no smiles 
end hand waves for the crowd when 
departing; nor did he smile confidently 
into his handsome white-haired father’s 
face as he had when he arrived in the 
morning. 

And when he got back to the Richmond 
Jail there was no customary nonchalent 
tLrumming of his guitar, no zestful 
smoking of cigarettes. He was serious 
aud sober. 

Courtesy of the Virginians. 

So far the dean of the men chosen 
to try Beattie is only 48 years of age. 
In large majority they are farmers. 
There are a contractor and builder, a 
lumber man and a Mason in the group. 
None expressed any degree of aversion 
to inflicting capital punishment. 

As far as the day went, young Beat- 
tie’s lawyers insisted on taking every 
possible legal exception to every ruling, 
large or small, made by the Court. They 
are laying a perfect mosaic of ob- 
jecttons in the event that an appeal for 
their client shall become necessary. 

Beattie’s father and brother, Douglas, 
arrived early at the courthouse. The 
courteous and sympathetic Virginians 
made a most obvious display of their 
regard for the father and sorrow for 
his plight. Men came from all sides to 
shake hands with him. But in all their 
outbursts of friendliness very § scarce 
were the well wishes uttered for his 
son. With Virginians the etiquette of 
such a situation is well defined. They 
must not express opinions one way or 
the other till the law has decided. 


Father a Handsome Man, 

The parent is a handsome man with 
regular features, a countenance darkly- 
dimmed, clean-shaven and crested with 
carefully trimmed white curly hair. He 
is a splendid, psychic sort of a man, on 
whose face the tragedy of his present 
position is marked so plainly that it is 
disconcerting to look at him. He was al- 
ready in a chair beside that which his 
son’ was to occupy when the boy en- 
tered the room. 

The sight of his father did not take 
the smile off Beattie’s face. He shook 
hands with him and smiled at something 
he whispered to him. They did nc’ look 
like father and son. Beattie’s features 
are large, his mouth finely curved and 
weak, very prone to smile, lips partic- 
ularly thick, with slit-shaped eyes. 
There is a remarkable change in his 
countenance when it is in repose. It 
wears an habitual sneer. And it does 
not look like the sneer of a precociously 
cynical boy. It is an old, long worn, 
settled sneer. 

Declares He Is Innocent. 

When it came time, after a long ses- 
sion of legal sparring for a delay in 
the trial put forward by his lawyers, 
for him to get up and vlead to the in- 
dictment, he was up in a jiffy and 
snapped “Not guilty’’ with precision. 
He did not mark the fact, however, as 
he arose, that his coat remained 
wrinkly up his back or that his father, 
with a quick, almost motherly hand, 
smoothed the coat into shape, that the 
boy might look his best while declar- 
ing his innocence. 

Beattie was quite sure of the dapper- 
ness of his appearance when he gct up. 
He was dressed in a faultlessly pressed 
suit of gray clothing, with a neat turned 
down collar and blue scarf with a 
costly emerald pin in it. He wore blue 
silks socks to match the scarf and high 
heeled and very pointed shoes. On the 
third finger of his right hand ‘vas a 
ruby ring. It is said to have belonged 
to his mother, who is dead, and that 
he is wearing it for the good fortune 
it may bring him in his trial.

Afterward, when his father was con- 
sulting his counsel, lawyers Smith and 
Carter, Beattie poked his head out of 
the little room and gossiped half play- 
fully with some young men friends who 
had ciustered quickly about him, anx- 
ious, apparently, to show the crowd 
their. acquaintance with one who had 
become so distinguished. 

When a newspaper photographer 
asked Beattie to pose he assumed a 
mock horror at the proposition and cov- 
ered his face with his handkerchief— 
the side of his face that was not toward 
the camera. When the snap had been 
taken he said: 

“Say, now be sure and send me one.’’ 

In the crowd under the trees outside 
the courthouse throughout the day were 
men and women who will be important 
witnesses in the case. There was tall, 
slender Henrietta Pittman, a girl from 
Norfolk, accompanied by a fat woman. 
They are said to be ready “to testify 
they knew that Henry Beattie had 
taken up with Beulah Binford again 
and meant to furnish an apartment for 
her, and it is also said that they heard 
a conversation in which Beattie said 
he meant to get rid of his wife. 

Beulah Binford’s young married sis- 
ter, Mrs. Claudia Powell, and her hus- 
band were also there. And there were 
youngsters who held a watermelon 
feast sitting in a big circle under a 
sycamore tree, who are expected to 
testify that, returning from a dance 
along the Midlothian pike on the night 
of the murder, they saw Beattie stand- 
ing in the road adjusting a lamp on nis 
motor car and asked him if he needed 
help, to which he curtly answered 
“No.” The fact that he was then alone 
in the car and just setting about light- 
ing his lamp is deemed important. 

Mrs. Ellison, who is alleged to have 
secured a visit with Beulah Binford 
after her arrest by declaring herself to 
be the girl’s sister and who is supposed 
tc have been asked to carry some mes- 
sage to her, was\also among those in 
an otherwise picnic crowd. 

Paul Beattie, the prisoner’s cousin, 
who is declared to have bought the gun 
with which the murder was committed,. 
was left behind in the Richmond jail, 
and so, to her great disappointment, 
was Beulah Binford. She had tully ex- 
pected to be taken, as Beattie was, in a 
motor car to the Chesterfield Court- 
house. She had put on her prettiest 
freck and hat and was otherwise most 
fetchingly arrayed.

LAWSOFNATION 


MUST CURB GREAT 
URGES LEHMANN 


Weak Must Also Be Raised; So- 
licitor-General Says jn City 
Club Address. 


That the powers of the United 
States Government to curb the great 
and raise the low must be continually 
expanded as _ civilization advances 
and society becomes more complex 
was the prophecy of Solicitor-General 
Fred W. Lehmann before the City 
Club of St. Louis Tuesday. 

Lehmann, who is spending a few 
days in St. Louis, discussed the rela- 
tions of the law department with the 
other governmental departments. He 
declared that the functions of the 
Federal Government had been greatly 
amplified to meet the conditions that 
grew out of our great development. 

The Government must be eternally 
vigilant, he said, to prevent frauds of 
all kinds, particularly frauds against 
the Government.in the entry of lands, 
frauds against the Indians and frauds 
against the customs. 


Smuggling a Habit. 

“Under-valuation of imports for the 
purpose of defrauding the Government 
had become the habit of New York mer- 
chants,”’ said the Solicitor-General. “In 
a recent case that I tried I had occa- 
sion to read a letter of instruction sent 
by the New York importer to his agent 
in Paris. 

“The importer admonished the agent 
not to make such great undervaluation 
as they would be so apparent that de- 
tection was almost certain to the great 
hazard of his reputation. The merchant 
said there was a limit of undervalua- 
tion beyond which it was unsafe to go. 

“The attorney for the defense admit- 
ted the statements made in the letter, 
and said that undervaluations had be- 
come a rule in New York, and that mer- 
chants who wished to be honest in their 
dealings with the government were 
forced by their competitors to resort to 
‘frauds.”’ 

Lehmann deciared that the enforce- 
ment of the customs laws in New York 
by Collector Loeb was proving of great 
benefit to the merchants, and being ac- 
corded the hearty approval of those 
who wished to be honest.

she added, that they were going to be 
very dear friends. 

Her solicitude about his prosperity, 
health and comfort. persuaded him to 
come to St. Louis and view the prize 
which, he was convinced, he had won in 
love’s lottery. 

Arriving here in July, be went to the 
downtown office, and, while there was 
no cutward evidence of the rush of busi- 
ness of which Mrs. Morton had written 
him, Nemiere took her; word that she 
was making money. She could make 
money more rapidly, she told him, if she 
had a little more capital. Nemiere, cau- 
tious in spite of. his infatuation, limit- 
ed his first cash advance to $250, 

Within a few days after the loan, and 
while Nemiere thought himself progress- 
ing rapidly in the widow’s favor, a 
newspaper story regarding the Oklahoma 
City matrimonial advertisement was 
published in a St. Louis paper. Mrs. 
Morton, when interviewed here, insist- 
ed that she advertised in good faith, 
and explained that -ner reason for ad- 


vertising in Oklahoma, rather than here, } 


was that she wauld, prefer to live there. 
She said in the -intervie@v that she was 
corresponding ‘with several men. 

The latter statement did not. please 
Nemiere, and he. learned, on _ further 
inquiry, that one other Oklahoma man 
had received letters very much like his, 
about the same time. The othér man 
had a St. Louis friend whom he had 
engaged t0 make inquiry about the 
widow, and this friend's investigation 
put him in touch with Nemiere. 

She Left No Clew. 

When Postoffice Inspector Reuter set 
out to find Mrs. Morton Aug. 5 he 
inquired at the office in the Fullerton 
building but found that she had given 
no references there which would leave 
a, clew to her whereabouts. He also 
made # canvass of other sources of 
information to find her in St. Louis 
without success. 

Finally, in looking over the circular 
letters of the Postoffice Department he 
found a letter telling of a Mrs. Anna 
K. Taylor who was wanted in Kansas 
City for defrauding men out of money 
through a matrimonial scheme. Reuter 
sent to Kansas City for her photograph 
and samples of her handwriting, and 
found they tallied with those of Mrs. 
Morton. 

He next received: information from a 
friend that a salesman of the Gram 
Lumber Co., at North Market street 
and the levee, had told him that Mrs. 
Morton, whom he had seen on visits to 
the Fullerton Building, resembled a 
woman who passed The company’s office 
daily as she walked up from the river. 

Reuter went to the lumber company’s 
office and there found a young woman 
stenographer who recognized a photo- 
graph of Mrs. Morton as that of the 
w.man who had been passing there. She 
told Reuter that the woman had been 
lving on a houseboat in the river with 
aman and two children. 


Further inquiry revealed the fact that 
the houseboat on which they lived was 
the Albia and that they had towed it 
with a gasoline launch. The Albia had 
disappeared from its usual place about 
the time that Mrs. Morton disappeared. 


Boat Was Repainted, 

Then Reuter sent circular letters to 
the postmasters of the river towns ask- 
ing them to be on the lookout for the 
Morton party on a houseboat, Last Sat- 
urday John H. Brueggeman, postmaster 
of Alton. notified Reuter that the house- 
boat was at Alton but that the boat had 
been repainted and the old name oblit- 
erated. 

Reuter obtained a warrant for Mrs. 
Morton and went down to the houseboat 
Monday afternoon with Brueggeman. An 
excursion steamer was passing up the 
river just as they arrived and Mrs. 
Morton, the man and the two chil- 
dren were on the deck waving at the 
passengers. That gave Reuter an op- 
portunity to recognize Mrs. Morton be- 
fore he went on board. 

When he showed her the warrant she 
agreed to go back to St. Louis with him 
without requisition papers and without 
it being necessary to have a United 
States Marshal sérve the warrant. 
“There's no use to resist,’ she said.

TAFT VETOES THE 


COTTON BILL AND 
CONGRESS QUITS 


Objections:to Measure Similar to 
Faults Found With Wool and 
Free List Tariff Cuts. 


PLEDGED TO PROTECTION 


President Calls Duty Reductions 
by Extra Session ‘Empirical 
and Haphazard.”’

WiASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—The ex- 
traordinary session of the sixty-sec- 
ond Congress, marked by the passage 
of the Canadian reciprocity bill, veto 
tariff revision legislation, the state- 
hood and other important measures, 


adjourned sine die at 3:02 o'clock this 
afternoon, President Taft, who had 
just vetoed the cotton bill, the last 
of the three revision bills g@dversely 
acted on, was present with members 
of hig cabinet. 

Presiding officers of both houses 
delivered short speeches felicitating 
the members, regardless of politics, 
upon the good will shown during the 
session, and expressing best wishes 
for them during the recess of Con- 
gress. The regular session of Con- 
gress will begin Dec, 4. 

For the first two hours of today’s ses- 
sion the House marked time on the 
President, and the Senate waited on 
botl. the President and the House, In 
the Senate a little miscellaneous legis- 
latiom was disposed of and at 12:30 a 
reccss was taken until 2 p. m., a few 
senators drifting over to watch the pro- 
ceedings in the House. The House 
whiled away the time largely with little 
cotails under suspension of the rules, 
but kept in session continuously. There 
wae a small attendance, but much con- 
fusion, which evoked vigorous pound- 
ing of the Speaker’s gavel and frequent 
calls for order. 

The President came to the capitol to 
sign bills in the closing hour, in ac- 
cordance with’custom. The first of the 
Cabinet officers to appear was Secre- 
tery Wilson, who arrived at 1:45 pn. m., 
ahead of the President. 

President’s Objections. 

President Taft’s’ message vetoing ths 
cotton bill was read in the House et 
2:02 p. m. As in the case of the wool 
and free list bills, the President based 
his objections to the cotton bill largely 
on the fact that the Tariff Board haa 
not as. yet had time to submit a re- 
port on the schedule. He also declared 


that the cotton bill was adopted without 


any investigation of a satisfactory char- 
scter as to the effect on the cotton in- 
dustry. 

The President objected especially to 
the attempt by Congress to ad@ a re- 
vision of the iron and steel and chem- 
ical schedules to the cotton Dill as 
amended. 

“T find,’’ he said, “that there was 
practically no consideration of either 
schedule by any committee of either 
house. There were no facts presented 
to either house in which I can find 
material on which to form any judg- 
ment as to the effect of the amend- 
ments elther on American industries 
or on the revenues for the government. 

“T cannot make myself a party to 
dealing with industries of the country 
in this way. The industries covered by 
metals and the manufacture of metals

tion as to the effect of changes which 
may vitally affect these industnes be- 
fore enacting them into law.”’ 

The Cotten Industry. 

Speaking of the cotton industry, the 
Fiesident said the capital invested in 
130.) amounted to $821,000,000, the value of 
the product to $629,000,000, the number of 
wage earners to 379,000, making, with 
dependents, a total of at least 1,200,000 
persons affected, with annual wages of 
$146,000,000. The bill would not have gone 
into effect until Jan. 1 next and Taft 
said the Tariff Board would be ready 
with a report before that time. Investi- 
gntion by the House Ways and Means 
Committee, Taft said, was purely for 
the purpose of preparing & bill on a 
tariff-for-revenue basis.

Denounces the Bill. 
The President denounced the Dill as

‘‘Thege,”’ said the President, ‘“‘are some 
of the typical inconsistencies and in- 
stances of haste in preparation and of 
the error of calculation in the proposed 
sweeping horizantal reduction of a most 
important schedule in the tariff.’’ 

As soon as the President's veto had 
been read Democratic Leader Under- 
wood announced that Inasmuch as the 
Democrats did not have a sufficient 
number of votes to pass the bill over 
the veto it would be referred to commit- 
tee. Underwood's motion for reference 
of the whole matter was agreed to, 
without objection.

By Altheimer’s books it is expected 
to be established whether all the money 
sent by Jews all over the country for 
the support of the institution was turned 
over to the treasurer by Muller. 

S:. Louis Jews are interested in the 
investigation. They contributed large- 
ly to the fund for the erection of the 
hospital and have been sending $2500 
annually toward its support. 

These and other donations, it Is stated, 
were received and deposited by Mueller. 
Remittances to Treasurer Altheimer 
were by Mueller’s personal checks and 
Altheimer, it appears, had. no way of 
telling whether the Muller checks cor- 
responded with the amounts received by 
him. 

President Grabfelder of the association 
is quoted as saying that there is @ 
shortage, the extent of which can ‘only 
be determined by the work of experts. | 
He also says that Muller forged Grab- 
felder’s signature to a note now in the 
possession of the Capitol National Bank 
of Denver.

‘The Wound Had Healed Rapid- 
ly, but Lockjaw Soon 
Developed.

SN-HOURMAIL 
TRAINS BETWEEN 
HERE AND CHICAGO 


Fast Service Is Expected to Be 
Established*for Cities: About 
October 1. 





Five hundred pounds of first-class mail 
leaving St. Louis each day for Chicago, 
Michigan and Wisconsin will be expe- 
dited in movement through the estab- 
lishment of a mail train running be- 
tween St. Louis and Chicago on a six- 
hour schedule. The train will be put 
on about Oct. 1. At the same time a 
fast mail train with the same schedule 
will be operated between Chicago and 
St. Louis. 

Secretary Saunders of the Business 
Men's League expressed delight Tues- 
day over the fact that the fast mail 
trains are to be established. He said 
that the Business Men’s League has 
made strenuous efforts during the past 
three months to secure a faster service 
than is now given. 

He has been notified by the Govern- 
ment that competitive bids fof the serv- 
ice have been called for from four rail- 
reads, the Wabash, the Alton, the Chi- 
cago & Eastern IlHnols and the Illinois 
Central. These bids must be made by 
Friday, and it is expected that arranse- 
ments can be concluded that will insure 


the commencement of the service by 


Oct. 1. 
Will Save a Day. 
Secretary Saunders said that mail 
sent from St. Louis to Chicago does not 
arrive there in time for any delivery 
even in the business district until about 
11 o’clock in the morning. Early morn- 


ing train connections for the Northwest f 


are missed, and in some instances it is 
believed that the fast mail schedule 
will mean a saving of a day. 

Superintendent of Mails Lamb told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that a fast mail 
train to Chicago is needed, and said 
that a train leaving this city at 8 
o’clock would carry thé bulk of the mail 
sent out by St. Louis._merchants after 
noon each day. By the proposed sched- 
ule, this train will reach Chicago at 2 
o’clock in the morning, which will in- 
sure time for making up the mail for 
delivery and sending it out on the first 
run. 

Will Save Two Hours, 


“he delivery of mail received from Chi- 
cago in St. Louis will be made on the 
first deliveries of the day through the 
operation of the fast mail train out of 
Chicago. It is also pointed out that 
early morning connections with trains 
tound for the Southwest can be made 
with the new service.

The price of apples is coming down. 
Bur don’t get excited about it! T. C. 
Wilson, secretary of the American Ap- 
ple Growers’ Congress, which opened a 
two-days’ convention at the Planters 
Hotel Tuesday, says although last year 
apples were selling in the vicinity at 


Columbia, Mo., for five cents apiece, this 


fall and winter he expects to see them 
as cheap as three for 10 cents. 

W. T. Flournoy, a delegate to the 
convention, who has an orchard of 100 
reeres near Marionville, Mo., says that 
when the holidays come around he ex- 
pects to see the housewife paying as 
high as $8 a bushel for Jonathans and 
cther popular cooking apples. He says 
he has heard of contracts already made, 
whereby the growers get $2 a barrel 
from. the storage houses for holicay ap- 
piles. 

Uniform High Price. 

Flournoy says that the apple crop this 
year is evenly distributed throughout 
the country and that as it is not heavy, 
there will be a uniform high price for 
apples: Last year prices were high in 
some places and lower in others. : 

Wilson, the secretary of the congress, 
is an anomaly among the apple grow- 
ers.. He is an authority on pruning and 
apraying, storing and packing. He was 
an orchard of 60 acres and 2000 trees 
rear Hannibal, Mo., and has come to 
be known as one of the most prominent 
apple growers in the country. 

He has been growing applies for 19 
years and yet he confessed to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he had not yet 
grown a single apple for the market. 
The only thing Secretary Wilson has 
raised so far is hopes. 

No Get-Rich-Quick Scheme. 

As a get-rich-quick scheme Wilson 
says the apple-growing industry is a 
failure. Ten years ago Wilson was in 
the real estate business. He had 60 
acres of uncultivated farm land for 
which he could not get his price, and 
so decided to grow apples on it. He 
planted trees last year and would have 
had his first crop had it not been for 
the frost. This srring the frost also 
killed his apples. 

But Wiison is not even disappointed. 
He says it takes 10 years now for any- 
one to get a start in the apple busi- 
ness, and that there is a possibility that 
next year his orchard will yield $400 to 
the acre. This would give him $24,000 
for his first crop. 

He thinks the orchard that has not 
paid him a cent for 10 years of time, 
labor and incidental expense is now 
worth $200,000. He offered to sell the 
land befofe he had grown the apple 
trees on it for $1800. ° i 

Gets an Acre, 

G. W. Logan of Logan, Mo., another

The sekillagalee, in attacking a whale, 
punctures its enemy several times be- 
fore the whale is able to turn around 
and see where the attack came from,

eating shark meets its match when it 
encounters a skillagalee. 
Is Eight Feet Long. 

This rare fish, which is 8 fret 
1% inches long, reached St. Louis 
Monday and is on display in the win- 

ws of the Melitio Fish and Oyster Co., 

16 Franklin avenue. It was har- 
pooned in the Mediterran Sea and 
sent here as a curiosity. 

The skillagalee’s fighting qualities is 
centered in a sharp, bony bill a fouvut 
and a half long, extending from its 
upper jaw like a bayonet. Its lower 
jaw comes to a point, and its head is 
of a hard, bony substance. It apparent- 
ly is a cross between a swgrdfish ani 
a billfish, and more vicious tuan either. 

It is one of the quickest fish of the 
seas, and has been Known to kill by a 
s{fngle blow fish of much larger propor- 
tions than itself.

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FREE BRIDGE OR TOLL? 

A question not yet pending, but coming up 
presently for settlement is whether or not the 
I’ree Bridge shall be free. It seems an absurd 
question in the light of the reasons which prompt- 
ed the people to build the bridge. 

The gchief reason for popular approval of the 
project was the desire to gain a free highway 
for all kinds of traffic across the Mississippi 
Itiver. A reason as compelling was the institu- 
tion of such competition as would force’ the 
&bolishment of the arbitrary charged over the toll 
bridges. 

The Free Bridge will not be free if money is 
charged for its use. 

- This question the city has not yet decided. It 
has not been seriously considered or discussed. 
No ordinances or regulations for the government 


‘of the bridge have been made or-drawn. But the 


bridge is already loaded down with a franchise 
Which opens the way for renting the bridge and 
‘contains terms implying that the bridge is not to 
be free. This franchise says that the Southern 


' Traction Co., of Illinois, will pay the city for the 


use -of the bridge whatever sum is determined by 
ordinance, but not to exceed $20,000 a year, and 
in no case to be more than any other similar 
concern pays. 

This is at least an indication of policy, and bad 
policy. A suit for the dissolution of the monop- 
olistic Termina] Association is pending in the 
United States Supreme Court. It was brought at 
the instigation of the City of St. Louis. What

HAS TAFT COMMITTED SUICIDE? 

The most important result of the special ses- 
sion of Congress is the rehabilitation of the Demo- 
cratic party in national affairs—not from the 
standpoint of partisan advantage but from the 
Standpoint of the public welfare. 

Our form of government cannot successfully 
be carried on without a sane, vigorous opposi- 
tion, and for 16 years there was no opposition 
in Washington worthy of the name. The Re- 
publicans controlled the presidency and both 
Houses of Congress. Their majorities were over- 
whelming. The Democratic minority carried |. 
little political force and less moral force. It be- 
came hardly more than an attachment to one 
Republican faction or the other, and nowhere 
was it taken seriously. 

It is infinitely more important in the light of 
Mr. Taft’s evident determination to commit politi- 
cal suicide, as manifested in his use of the veto 
power to destroy tariff .egislation to reduce the 
cost of living. 

Mr. Toft’s blunder is indefensible, almost in- 

credible. We say this more in sorrow than in 
anger, for it is best for the country that both can- 
didates for president in 1912 should be excellent 
men who represent sound and truly progressive 
principles. For pol.tical reasons of his own Mr. 
Taft has deliberately chosen to cast his fortunes 
with the non-progressive elements of his party, 
arraying himself in equal hostility to progressive 
Democracy and its natural ally, insurgent Repub- 
licanigm. 
, Mr. Taft’s veto policy makes tariff reform 
and tariff reduction the burning issue of the 
1912 campaign. It makes a coalition between 
the Democrats and the insurgent -Republicans 
not only logical but inevitable if the insurgents 
are to retain the flimsiest threads of political 
constancy and conscience. It opens the way to 
the election of a Democratic President unless 
the Democratic party should destroy its own 
chances by going to an extreme. 

Thus far the party has proved by its record in 
Congress that it can keep its head. We have an 
opposition again that can intelligently voice 
public protest against public wrong. We have 
a two-party republic in place of a one-party 
republic. 

Thanks to a rehabilitated Democracy under 
sane leadership, Mr. Taft’s surrender to Privilege 
finds the country with means o*% redress. 

Democrats themselves had begun to doubt the 
fitness of the Democratic party to govern, and 
when a Democratic House of Representatives 
was elected last fall it was common belief that the 
Democrats would proceed to make fools of them- 
selves at the first opportunity. None of these 
pessimistic prophesies has been fulfilled. 

Under the leadership of Speaker Clark and Mr. 
Underwood the Democrats in the House have 
followed an intelligent and consistent course in 
respect to.all questions that came before them. 
They have carried out ti.eir promises with mod- 
eration and common sense. The Democrats in 
the Senate in the main have followed the leader- 
ship of the House, and there is little in the record 
that requires explanation or apolog,. 

Had there been a Republican House, no 
Canadian reciprocity bill could have been 
passed, no corrupt-practices act would have 
been enacted, no steps would have been taken 
to compel further reductions in the duties 
that affect the cost of living; no light would 
have been let in on the operations of the Su- 
gar Trust and the Steel Trust, nothing would 
have been done to eradicate the corruption 
that is inevitable when one party is too long 
in power. All these reforms have been 
forced by the mere fact of a virile opposition 
which could command public support and 
confidence.

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AN OBSOLETE SECRETARY. 

If Secretary Wilson of the Department of Agri- 
culture is not implicated with McCabe and Dun- 
lap in the plot to stifle Wiley, he would much 
better have the country believe that age has too 
far loosened his grip upon his department for 
him to continue in service. 

Mr. Wilson has been Secretary of Agriculture 
fifteen years. Appointed by McKinley, he was 
retained in office by Roosevelt and Taft. It 
was no ordinary ability that gained him such an 
unbroken terure in that important office. As- 
suming charge at a time when the Department 
was becoming of great va'tue to agriculture, he 
displayed such peculiar fitness for the post as 
to render himself almost indispensable. It was 
not until the Pinchot incident occurred that pop- 
ular confidence wavered in Wilson. He was at 
that time more than 70 years of age, and his de- 
partment, from one of the least of the Govern- 
ment branches, had become one of the greatest.

Its scope has been immensely increased, the pure 
food work and the forestry work, which have 
both suffered for want of effective administration, 
being among the notable growths.

It is plainly a case for legislative action for the 
abolition of the fee system if the office itself is 
not to be abolished. It is not a necessary office 
at all and is unknown and unmissed in many 
states.

Our Civic Shame—and a Remedy.

“St. Louls has the goods,” But have we?  §-s-h! 
Don’t say it within the hearing of the sufferers 
in the city hospital or to the crowded inmates 
of the poor house or asylum. We have pretty 
well demonstrated to the sections of country’ in 
which our newspapers circulate that we are 
sadly lacking in the “goods”—in the primary 
instincts of civilization and humanity. The neg- 
lect and inhuman treatment of our suffering poor 
—as brought out in evidence before the commis- 
sion—is searcely credible, and should rank ag one 
of the crimes of the century. That the doctors 
could ignore the conditions which existed and 
that nurses could be so lacking in the divine at- 
tributes which are supposed to animate in the 
choice of this vocation is something to ponder 
over. 

It is said we are molded by our environment, 
and it may be that their surroundings and the 
lack of the essentials for alleviation had a hard- 
ening tendency. In that case their disposition to 
drift with the tide surely unfitted them for such 
responsibility. But, then, there was no money 
save for the poorest class of food and the coars- 
est kind of dishes. Was it possible to tempt the 
wayward appetite or to bring relief to the suf- 
ferer on a vermin-infested bed? And there was 
no money! Is this St. Louls and the twentieth 
century? Have we the “goods,” or have we not? 
it is the old blight of politics; the curse of party; 
the old absurdity of partisanship in municipal af- 
fairs. To the victors belong the spoils, and the 
old expenditures must, be kept up or even in- 
creased if the boys are to be provided for and 
pacified with jobs. The unfortunates of the city 
are no good in the ward or in organization work 
or at the polls, so there is nothing for them. 
There is no money for their necessities. 

I heard a preacher say Sunday that the elim- 
ination of all evil would be brought about through 
the growing prevalence of business instincts, 
That is what we need in St. Louls—a business ex- 
pert.

“If it is impossible for the mother to 
nurse her child, she should attend to 
all the details of bottle-feeding. Raw 
milk will do if she is absolutely sure 
of it. If not, she should use pasteurized. 
The milk should be kept clean and cool 
and sweet. The feeding bottle should 
be washed thoroughly with cold water, 
then with borax and hot water and 
stood upside down on a shelf. The 
bottle should be bolled just before fill- 
ing for the next feeding. The nipple 
should be thoroughly washed after each 
nursing with hot water, kept in borax 
water in a covered glass and rinstd in 
boiling water just before the baby uses 
Fs 

“And how often should the mother 
bathe the baby?’ 

“There should be one tub bath every 
day, and on very warm,days from two 
to four spongings with cool water.
